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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue that there is no motivation to 
combine the references set forth because Valyi is directed to a multilayer structure comprising polyepoxides. However, applicants fail to 
recognize that the claims as written do not exclude the multilayer structure of Valyi. Further, applicants must recognize that Hagiwara et 
al. (col. 9, line 49-54) clearly disclose processes that are suitable for making containers, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in art to appreciate the thermoforming teachings taught in Valyi for making the containers of Hagiwara et al. Regarding applicants' 
argument that since Ando et al. teach a composition comprising low melting components that spread to expose zeolite particles, there is 
no motivation to incorporate the teachings of Ando et al. into Hagiwara et al. There examiner disagrees because the teachings in Ando et 
al. are merely to affirm that zeolite particles can be exposed upon heating. Applicants must recognize that the zeolite in Hagiwara et al. 
will be exposed upon heating during the thermoforming process with or without the teachings of Ando et al. Nevertheless, the reference 
to Ando et al. clearly show that the argued "unexpected" results are indeed "expected". Furthermore, applicants' claims do not exclude the 
resin composition disclosed in Ando et al. In view of the reasons set forth above, claims 1-19 remain rejected. 
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
